In the 1961 local mayoral election, we 
expressed the belief that the true interests 
of the city and its future would be served 
best through the election of John J.

A POLITICAL LESSON 
A newly published biography of an influ­ 
ential senator of about a century ago re­ 
calls a fact that Is of particular interest as 
w e move toward a presidential election year. 
It is that three men have missed the presi­ 
dency by but one vote. 
In 1800, Aaron Burr tied Thomas Jef­ 
ferson in the electoral college and Jefferson 
was later chosen by the House of Repre­ 
sentatives. When Rutherford B. Hayes and 
Samuel J. Tilden were neck and neck in 
1876, the final settlement gave Tilden 184 
electoral votes but Hayes got 185 and the 
presidency. The third man to come so near 
and yet fail was Sen. Benjamin F. Wade 
of Ohio, president pro tem of the Senate 
in 1868. His life has now been written by 
Prof. H. L. Trefousse of Brooklyn College. 
When Vice President Andrew Johnson 
became president upon the assassination of 
Lincoln, there was trouble because his views 
on reconstruction of the defeated South ran 
counter to those of Congress. That body 
passed bill after bill over the president’s 
veto, and finally decided to remove him by 
impeachment. 
The 
removal 
plan 
was 
beaten in the Senate by just one vote. 
One reason for Johnson’s victory was 
distrust of Wade, who would have been his 
successor. He was a violent radical who 
favored severe treatment for the South.

THE HENGER FOR CLEAR CHOICES 
W hen Richard A usten—or R ah—Butler was de 
niod the Prim e M inister's post in B ritain for the 
second tim e in seven years by the Conservative 
P arty "establishm ent,” it seemed to many to con 
sU tute a rank injustice. For it was Mr. B utler 
in company w ith lain Macleod, who had done 
most of the hard dog w ork that had gone into 
the post-W orld W ar II revitalization of British 
conservatism . It m ust have caused Mr, B utler 
excruciating pain to see the Prim e M inister’s 
portfolio go to the relatively unknown Lord Home 
The by-passing of Butler, however, seems to be 
quite in line w ith world trends in political affairs 
for everyw here there seems to be a hunger for 
w hat might be called polarized political represon 
tation. In his own way Rah B utler has been an 
"opening to the L eft" man in British conserva­ 
tive circles, which is to say that his political out 
lines are smudged. 
He has been against 
the 
Laborites and the socialists, yes. But when B utler 
commenced his w ork some fifteen years ago of re 
furbishing the Tory ‘im age’ it seemed politically 
necessary to accept most of the Laborite W elfare 
S tate m easures. B utler an intellectual, labored hard 
and long to give W elfarism a conservative twist 
B ut in doing this he incurred the slur th at he 
was a "me too” character. T rue enough, he talked 
of preserving a society in which incentives would 
bulk larger than "fair share” restrictions. But the 
B utler form ulas usually ended in a "yes-but* 
a re a —"yes, we should encourage private industry 
but we must retain the social services to which 
we have become accustom ed.” 
Tile Rah B utler 'im age," then, is of a man of 
the middle, a centrist. But the centrists every­ 
w here are having difficulty these days. They lose 
votes in Italy when they bid for socialist support; 
they get nowhere in de Gaulle’s France. It was not 
so long ago that a Wendell Willkie, a Thom as 
Dewey, or a non-political General Eisenhower, 
could m arshal tile big battalions behind them in 
fighting for the suprem e prize of the American 
Presidency. These were "m odem Republicans, ‘ 
very like the "progressive Conservatives” who 
constituted the Rah B utler-lain Macleod wing of 
the British Tory Party. But in 1963 "m odern 
Republicanism " 
is 
like 
a 
boat 
w ithout 
oars 
Coldw ater, a m an of clear outlines, is drawing 
more and more young Republicans to his standard 
while Nelson Rockefeller, an American version of 
Rah Butler, is having his difficulties. 
No doubt there is some flummery and insin­ 
cerity in the turn toward conservative polarize 
tion on the part of both B ritish Tories and Ameri 
can Republicans. But there is sound instinct, too. 
The world is getting tired of m ealy-m outhedness. 
People in the dem ocracies expect their leaders to 
compromise once they are in office, but they are 
beginning to ask that compromises be made with 
some regard to general m andates and general 
philosophical goals. The British Conservative who 
is willing to compromise tow ard socialism as 
lim it is giving way to the Conservative who w ants 
the compromiae to go a t least a short distance 
the other way. Lord Home, a man of clear speech, 
has suddenly become preferable to Rah Butler, 
the man of blurred edges. And B arry Coldw ater, 
instead of being criticized as a "N eanderthal” for 
preferring freedom to security, is evoking a curi­ 
ous respect even am ong those who disagree with 
some of the things he says. 
This is not to say that either the British Tories 
o r the American Republicans, if they are to be 
the rulers in th eir respective countries through­ 
out the late N ineteen Sixties, will abolish the 
progressive income tax. get rid of all governm ent 
controls, and abandon the UN to the Afro-Aaian 
bloc. But it does m ean th at new "working direc­ 
tions” will be instituted. More and more attem pts 
will be made to m itigate the steepness of pro­ 
gressive taxation in the middle and upper brackets 
in order to encourage the sort of investm ent that 
m ultiplies into m any jobs. As B ritain's Foreign 
M inister, Lord 
Home took the unprecedented 
step a few weeks ago of using the UN as a real 
sounding board for British interests. A conserve 
tive Republican in the W hite House would almost 
certainly insist on a sim ilar UN policy for America 
Suddenly it is precision in political definition 
th a t people are coming to want. The rise of the 
Lord Homes and the B arry Goldwaters in Anglo- 
American politics is nothing strange. It m erely 
acknowledges a trend.

W ASHINGTON — Dollars and 
sense—with a capital "S" in th ai 
third word—applies as a slogan 
of national policy in the Soviet 
Union, too. 
For it’s the princi­ 
pal reason why Prem ier K hrush­ 
chev has called off the race to 
the moon. 
The Russians simply 
haven't got the money for the 
contest and, if the Americans 
w ant to go broke on such an ad­ 
venture. 
Moscow 
wishes 
them 
"success." 
It should have been no surprise 
to official W ashington to read 
that the Russians have taken 
themselves out of the moon race. 
The S tate D epartm ent had more 
than an inkling of it some tim*; 
ago. 
In fa d , th a t’s why Presi­ 
dent Kennedy politely proposed 
a joint effort to go to the moon, 
knowing full well that it would 
publicize American willingness tot 
cooperate wi^h the Soviets and 
would furnish a convenient set­ 
ting for either side to wiggle out 
of or slow down the moon race. 
Intelligence sources available 
to our European allies, plus in­ 
form ation 
gathered 
by 
diplo­ 
m atic observers several weeks 
ago. 
prom pted 
the 
conclusion 
that Prem ier Khrushchev was 
up against a serious dilemma in 
his spending policies. He doesn’t 
have an opposition political par­ 
ty, nor does he have the advice 
of any constructive critics, such 
as President Kennedy has in Sen. 
H arry Byrd, D., Va,, chairm an of 
the Senate Finance Committee. 
But the Soviet chieftain has been 
struggling 
for several 
m onths 
now with an economic problem 
that no censorship or technique 
of "m anaged news” has been 
able to hide from the outside 
w'orld 
As for internal political turbu­ 
lence — due to the economic dis­ 
tress of the Soviet people — the 
danger always is that some ele­ 
m ent in the arm y may suddenly 
capitalize on the discontent and 
upset the men in the Kremlin. 
So caution and quick changes to 
satisfy public sentim ent became 
urgent. 
The basic ingredients of de­ 
pression in Russia are easy to 
recognize. The agricultural situ­ 
ation is bad. It has led to an ig­ 
nominious m aneuver — the de­ 
cision to purchase $250 million 
w orth of w heat from the U. S. 
Despite the fact that for the last 
eight 
years 
K hrushchev 
has 
gambled on the development of 
"virgin lands — an effort which 
cost 
an enorm ous am ount 
of 
money — the areas have turned 
out to be dust bowls. W aste and 
inefficiency in the farm ing sys­ 
tem and. indeed, in the central 
planning has been revealed. The 
Russian people have at times 
been skeptical w hether com m u­ 
nism is. after all, as efficient as 
it has been portrayed to them. 
They are beginning to get the 
answer. 
Prem ier K hrushchev, 
in his 
desperation, has decided to try 
out new- projects in fertilizer 
production and irrigation thus 
bowing to the agricultural ex­ 
perts who w anted him to do this 
before. More than $12 
billion 


now have been allocated to this 
scheme alone, as compared w ith 
an annual appropriation, hereto­ 
fore. of $5.5 billion year for the 
whole agriculture piogram . 
But $12 billion is big money 
even in the Soviet Union, and the 
expenditure 
comes at 
a 
time 
when a huge waste of funds in 
thousands of industrial projects 
has been noted. Nearly $30 billion 
have been poured into this field 
alone. I t’s a way of taking care 
of unemployment but, as hap­ 
pened in the 1930’s in this coun­ 
try, "m ake w ork” doesn’t last for 
ever. The progress in the Russian 
industrial projects has been very 
slow. While more and more per­ 
sons have been given jobs, the ex­ 
pected contribution of the indus­ 
trial projects to the Russian e- 
conomy as a whole has been real­ 
ized. 
Very 
few 
projects 
have 
been completed 
So Mr. Khrushchev now has 
had to apply priorities and sus­ 
pend 
work 
on 
some 
projects 
while accelerating others. Tile 
result has been chao* in econ­ 
omic planning, as the work on 
electric-power 
station* 
and 
chemical plants, for instance, has 
been held in abeyance. British 
experts who have studied, at first 
hand, the facts about Russia’s 
economic problems say that, in 
the face of the crisis in agricul­ 
ture as well as in the plans for 
industrial 
projects. 
Prem ier 
Khrushchev has no choice but to 
cut down arm s spending. 
All this points up to a budget 
of excessive spending 
by 
the 
Soviet government and, of course, 
without providing any money to 
go to the moon. 
Seven days ago 
in the issue of U. S. News Sr 
World Report there appeared a 
dispatch 
from 
London 
which 
said: "Soviet officials are hinting 
that they would like to obtain a 
U. S. agreem ent to call off the 
moon 
race 
altogether, 
rather 
than fare the prohibitive cost of 
toying to win it." 
Certainly 
there 
isn’t 
money 
enough, either, for a big "foreign 
aid" program now by the Soviets. 
They are beginning to curtail 
it. 
For dangerous pressures are 
building up within the Soviet 
Union 
which 
are 
compelling 
some m ajor changes to be made 
in 
*v»Mcy. 
Maybe the idea of going to the 
moon has some scientific va lee, 
but it will be noted that Chair­ 
man 
Fulbright of 
the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee in 
discussing the moon project in a 
speech the other day. significan*- 
ly used the word "priori ties" in 
respect 
to 
American 
policy. 
T h at’s a graceful way of saying 
that the objectives remain good 
but that there are other more 
pressing needs for $5 billion a 
year supplied, 
respectively, by 
the taxpayers in the U. S. and by 
the 
overburdened 
peasants 
in 
the Soviet Union than just to find 
out w hether there Is any life on 
the moon. 
I ts a case of sense finally 
emerging at the top. w hether it 
be In spending dollars or rubles. 
First things come first, and a 
trip to the moon isn’t In the
